ſeveral Bithops and other Divines to rebiew the Book of Common.

For, as on the one fide common Experience 
dene, that where à change hath been made of things 
adviſedly eſtabliſhed ſ no evident neceſſity ſo requiring) ſundry inconve- 
niences have thertupon enſued ; and thoſe many times more, and greater 
than the cvils, that were intended to be remedied by ſuch change: Sd an 
the other ſide, the particular Forms ot Divine Worſnip, and the Kites, and 
Ceremonics appointed to be uſed therein, being things in theit own nature 
Iadifferent, and alterable, and ſo acknowledged; it is but reaſonable, that 
upon weighty and important conſiderations, according to the various exi- 
gency of times and occaſions, ſuch changes and alterations ſhould be made 
therein, as to thoſe that are in place of Authority ſhould from time to time 
ſeem either neceſſary or expedient. Accordingly we find, that in the Reigus 
of ſeveral Princes of bleſſed memory ſincè the Reformation, the Church 
upon juſt and weighty conſiderations het thereunto moving; hath yielded 
to make ſuch alterations in ſome particulars, as in their reſpective times 
were thought convenient: Vet ſo, as that the main Body and Eſſentials of 
it (as well in the chiefeſt materials, as in the frame and order thereof) have 
ſtill continu: d the ſame unto this day, and do tt ſtand firm and unſhaken, 
notwithſtanding all the vain attempts and impetuous affaults made againſt 
it by ſuch men 4s are. given to change, and have always diſcovered a great- 
er regard to their on private fancies and intereſts, than to that duty they 
owe to the publick. bean ion? „l. Ades 
By what undue means, and for what miſchievous purpoſes the uſe of the 
Liturgy (thongh injoined by the Laws of the Land, and choſe Laws never 
yet repealed) came, during the late unhappy confuſions, to be diſcontinued, 
1st00-well known to the World, and we axe not willing here to remember. 
But when; upon His Majeſties happy Reſtauration it ſet med probablezthat, 
amongſt other things; the uſedf: the Liturgy/alſo would teturu of colirſe 
(the ſame having never been legally aboliſhed ) unleſs ſome timely means 
were uſed to prevent it; thoſemen who under the late uſurped powers 
had made it a great part of their buſineſs. to render the people diſaffected 
thereunto, ſaw themſelves in point of reputation and intereſt concerned 
(unleſs they would freely acknowledge themſelves to have erred; which 
ſuch men are very hardly brought to do) with their utmoſt eadeavou:s to 
hinder the reſtitution thereof. In order whereunto divers Pamphlets were 
publiſhed againſt the Book of Common Prayer, the old Objections muſter- 
ed up. with the addition of ſome new ones more than formerly had beeri 
made, to make the number ſwell. Ia fine, great importunitics were uſed 
to His Sac:ed Majeſty, that the ſaid Book might be Reviſed, and ſuch Al- 
terations therein, and Additions thereunto made, as ſhould be thought re- 
quiſite for the eaſe of tender Conſciences +: Whereunto His Majeſty out 
of His pious Iaclination to give ſatisfaction (ſo tar as could be reaſonably 
expected) to all His Subjects of what perſwaſion ſoever, did graciouſly 
condeſcend. r 
In which Review we have endeavoured to obſerve the like Moderation, 
as we find to have been uſed in the like caſc in former times. And there- 
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ſore of the ſundry Alterations propoſed unto us, we have rej: Red all ſuch as wete 
either of dangerous conſequence (as ſecretly ſtriking at ſome eſtabliſhed Do- 
ctrine, or laudable Practiſe of the Church of England, or indeed of the whole 
Catholick Church of Chriſt) or elſe of no conſequence ar all, but utcerly frivo- 
lous and vaio, But ſuch Alterations as were tendred to us (by what perſons, un- 
der what pretences, or to what purpoſe ſoever ſo tendred) as ſeemed to us in any 
degree requiſite or expedient, we have willingly, and ot our own accord affent- 
ed unto: Not enforced ſo to do by any ſtrengthof Argument, convincing us of 
the neceſſity of making the ſaid Alterations : For we arc fully perſwaded in our 
judgment:( and we here proleſs it to the World)thatthe Book, as it ſtood before 
eſtabliſhed by Law, doth not contain in it any thing contrary to the Word of 
God, or to ſound Doctrine, or which a godly man may not with a good Conſci- 
ence uſe and ſubmit unto, or which is not fairly defenſible againſt any that ſhall 
oppole the ſame 3 if it ſhall be allowed ſuch juſt and favourable conſtruction as 
in Common Equity ought to be allowed to all Humane Writings , eſpecially 
{uchas are ſet forth by Authority, and even to the very beſt Traofl itions of the 
holy Scripture it ſelf, 

Our general aim therefore in this undertaking was, not to gratifie this or that 
party in any their unreaſonable demands; but to do that, which to our beſt un- 
derſtandings we conceived might moſt tend to the preſervation of Peace and 
Unity in the Church; the procuring of Reverence, and exciting of Piety, and 
Devotion in the Publick Worſhip of God; and the cutting off occaſion from 
them that ſeek occaſion of cavil, or quarrel againſt the Liturgy of the Church, 
And as tothe ſeveral variations from the former Book, whether by Alteration, 
Addition, or otherwiſe, it ſhall ſuffice to give this general account, That moſt of 
the Alterations were made, either firſt, for the better dire&ion of them that are 
to officiate in any part of Divine Service 3 which is chiefly done in the Kalendars 
and Rubricks: Or fecondly, for the more proper expreſſing of ſome words or 
phraſes of ancient uſage in terms mote ſutable to the language of the preſent 
times, andthe clearcr explanation of ſome other words and phraſes, that were 
either of doubtful fignification,or otherwiſe liable to miſconſtruction: Or third- 
ly, for a more perfect rendring of ſuch portions of holy Scripture,as are inſerted 
into the Liturgy which, inthe Epiſtles and Goſpels eſpecially, and in ſundry 
other places are now ordered to be read according to the laſt Tranſ]ution : And 
that it was thought convenient, that ſome Prayers and Thanksgivings, fitted to 
rei occafions, ſhould be added in their due places; particularly for thoſe at 

ea, together with an Office for the Baptiſm of ſuch as are of riper yeats; which, 
although nor ſo neceſſary when the former Book was compiled, yet by the 
growth of Anabaptiſm , through the licentiouſneſs of the late times crept in a- 
movgſt us, is now become neceſſary, and may be always uſeful for the Bap'iz ing 
of Natives in our Plantations, and others converted to the Faith. If any man, 
who ſhall deſire a more particular account of the ſeveral Alterations in any part 
of the Liturgy, hall take the pains to compare the prefent Book with the former; 
we doubt nat but the reaſon of the change may eaſily appear. 

And having thus endeayoured to diſcharge our duties in this weighty affair, as 
in the fight of God, and to approve our ſincerity cherein(ſo far as lay in us)to the 
conſciences of all menʒ although we know it impoſſible( in ſuch variety of appre- 
henſions, humours, and intereſts, as are in the world) to pleaſe all; nor can expect 
that men of tactious, peeviſh,and perverſe ſpirits ſhould be ſatisfied with any thing 
that can be done in this kind by any other than themſelves : Yet we have good 
hope, that what is here preſented, and hath been by the Convocations of both 
Provinces with great diligence examin d and approved, will be alſo well accept- 
ed and approved by all ſober ,. peaceable , and truly conſcientious ſors of the 
Church ot England, Concerning 
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2 Here was never any thing by the wit of man ſo well deviſed, or ſo ſure eftabliſhed, which, in conti- 
= Nuance of time, hath not been corrupted; As, among ot her things, it may plainly appear by the 
Common Prayers in the Church, commonly called Divine Service. The fiſt original and 
greund whereof if a man would ſearch out by the ancient Fathers, he ſhall find, that the ſame was 

= not o daiaed, but of a good purpoſe, and for a greatadvancement of goc lineſs. For they ſo or- 
NG NG cddered the matter, tha: all the whole Bible, (or the greateſt part thereof) ſhould be read over once 

Vue every jear; intending thereby, that the Clergy, and eſpecially ſuch as were Miniſters in the 
Congregation, ſhculd (by oſten tial ing, and meditation in Gods Werd) be ſtirred up to godlineſs themſelves, and 
be more able to exhort others by who ſome Doctrine, and to conſute them that were Adverſaries to the Fruth 3 
and further, that the people (by daily hearing ct holy Scriptuie read in the Church) might continually pre fic more 
ard more in he k: owlede ot Gd, and be the more inflamed with the love of his true Religion. 

But cheſe m3ny years paſſed, this godly and decent Order of the ancient Fathers hath been ſo altered, broken, 
and neglected, by plar. tir g in uncer: ain Ste ri: $,and Legends, with multitude ct R ſponds. Verſes, vain Repetitions, 
Commemorations , and Sy nodals; that commonl), when apy Book of the Bible was begun, after three or ſour 
Chapters were tead out, all the teſt were unread. And in this ſort the Bock of Iſaiah was begun in Advent, and the 
Book of Geneſis ia Sepiuageſimi + but they were only begun, and never read thtough: After like ſoit were other 
Bocks of holy Scripture uſed. And moreover, whereas S. Paul would have ſuch language ſpoken to the people in the 
Church, as they migh: underſt»nd, and have profit by tearing the ſame 3 The Service in this Church of England 
thele many years, hath been read in Latin to the people, which they underſtand not; ſo that they have heard with 
their ears onlyzand their heart, (firir, and mind have not been edified thereby. And furthermore, notwithſtanding 
that the zncient Fachers have divided the Pſalms into ſeven Portions z whereof every one was called a Necturn: 
Now of late time, a few of them have bren daily ſaid, and the reſt utterly omitted. Moreover, the number and hard- 
neſs of the Rules called rhe Pie, and the manitold changings of the Set vice was the caule, that to turn the Bock 
only wes ſo hard and int: ĩcate a matter, chat many times there was more buſintſs to find out what ſhould be read, than 
to read it when ic was found out. * 

Theſe inconvenitncits therefore conſideted, here is ſer forth ſuck an Order, whereby the ſame ſhall be redreſſad. 
And for a: eadineſs in this matter, hereisd:awn our a Kalendar for that purpoſe,which is plain and eaſie to be under= 
ſtood 3 whe ein (ſo much as may be) the reading of holy Seriprure is fo ſer forth, that all things ſhall be done in 
order, withe ut breaking one piece from another. For this cauſe be cut off Antkems, Reſponds, Invitatorics, and 
ſuch like things as did break the continual courſe of the reading of the Scripture. | 

Yer, b: cuſs there is no remedy, but that of neceſſity there muſt be ſome Rules; therefore certain Rules are here 
ſer forth; which, as they are few in number, ſo they are plain and eiſie to be underſtood. So that here you have an 
Order for Prayer, and for the reading of the holy Scripture, much agrecable to the mind and purpole of the old Fa- 
thers, and a great deal mere profitable and cemmodious, than that which of late was uſed. It is more profi able, 
becauſe here are left out many things, whereof ſome are untrue, ſome uncertain, ſome vain and ſuperſtitious; and 
nothing is ordained to be read, but the very pure Word of Od, the holy Scriptures, or that which is agrecable to 
the ſame ; and that in ſuch a language and order, as is moſt eaſie and plain for the underſtanding both of the read- 
ers and b.eaters, It is alſo more commodious , both for the ſhortneſs thereof, and for the pl inneſs of the Order, 
and for that the Rules be fe and eaſie. 

And whereas heretofore there hath b:en great diverſity in ſaying and ſinging in Churches within this Realm; 
ſome following Saliibury Ule, ſome Hereford Uſe, and ſome the Uſe of Banger, ſome of Tork, ſome of Lincoln; 
now from hei ceforth all the whole Realm ſhall kave but one Uſe. 

And for as much as nothing can be ſo plainly ſer f.rth , bur doubts may ariſe in the uſe and practie: of the ſame; 
to appeaſe all ſuch divefſity ¶ if any ariſe ) and for rhe reſolution of all doubts, concerning the manner how to un- 
der ſtand, do, and execute the things contained in this Book; the parties that ſo doubt, or diveiſly take any things 
ſhall alway reſort to the Biſhop of the Dioceſs, who by his diſcretion ſhall take order for the quieting and appealing 
of the lame; ſo that the ſame order be not contrary to any thing contained in this Book. And if the Bithop of 
the Dicecls be in coubr, then he may ſend for the reſolution thereof to the Archbiſhop. 
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Hough it be appointed, That all things ſhall be read and ſung in the Church in the Engliſh tongue, to 
the end, that the Congregation may be thereby edified ; jet it k not meant, but that when men ſay 


Morning and Evening Prayer privately , they may ſay the ſame in any language, that they themſei ver 


do underſtand. 
And all Prieſts and Deacons are to ſay daily the Morning and Evening Prayer, either privatcly or openly, 
not being let by ſickneſs, or ſome other urgent cauſe. | 
And the Curate that mi niſtreth in every Parifh-Church or Chappel, being at home, and not being otherwiſe 
reaſonably hindred, ſhall ſay the ſame in the Pariſh- Church or Chappel where he miniſtreth, and ſhall cauſe 4 Bell 
10 tolled thercunte a convenient tims before he begin, thas the people may come to hear Gods Word, and 10 pray 
go him.

Nen ſuch Ceremonies as le uſed inthe Church aud have 

ZE hai their beginning by ihe inſtitution of man, ſore 
at the firſt were ef godly intent and pw poje de- 
viſed, and pet at lengib turned io vanity and ſuper- 
N. E ſiiticn: Some entred into the Church by undiſ- 
„ KS, crcet devotion, axd ſuch a Neal as was without 
WAN Ig knowledge; and for becauſe they were winked at 
in the beginning, they grew daily to more and more 
SWF abr/es , which not only for their unprofitalleneſs, 
but alſo becauſe they have much blinded the people, 
and obſcured the glory of God, are worthy to be cut away , and clean rejetted : 
Other there be, which although they have been aiviſed by men, get it is thonghs 
gopd to reſerve them fill , as weil for a decent order in the Church (for the 
which they wert fir ſt deviſed) as becauſe they pertain to edification » whereunto 
all things done in the Church (as the Apoſtle teacheth) ought to be referred. 

Ana alibough the keeping or omitting of a Ceremony, in it ſelf conſiderea, 
is but a (mall thing; yet the wilful and comempiuons tranſgrefſion and break- 
ing of 4 common order and diſcipline , is no ſmall tffence before God, Let all 
things be done among you, ſaith St. Paal, in a ſeemly-and due order; The 
appointment of the which order pertaineih not to private men; therefore no 
man ought to take in hand, or preſume ts appoint,or alter any publick or com- 
mon Order in Chriſts Church, except he be lawfully called and author ed there- 
wnto, | £ 
And whereas in this our time, the minus of men are ſo divers, that ſome 
:hink it a great matter of conſcience to depart from a piece of the leaſt of their 
Ceremonies » they be ſo addicted to their old cuſtoms , and again en the aber 
ſide, ſome be ſo nem fangled, that they would innovate all things, and ſo deſ piſe 
the old, that nothing can like them, but that @ nem: 1t was thought eæpedient 
not ſo much to have reſpect how to pleaſe and ſaticſie either of theſe parties, as 
how to pleaſe God, and profit them bath, And yet leſt any man ſhould be of- 
fended , whom good reaſon might ſatisſie, here be certain cauſes rendred, why 
ſome of the accuſtomed Ceremonies be put away, and ſome retained and kept ſtill. 

Some are put away, becauſe the great exceſs and multitude of them hath ſs 
increaſed in theſe latter days, that the burthen of them was intolerable; where- 
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Of Ceremonies, 


7 St. Auguſtine in his time complained, that they were gromn to ſuch a unm- 
er; that the eſtate of Chriſtian people was in worſe caſe concerning that matter, 
than were the Fews, And he connſelled , that ſuch yoke and burthen ſhoul1be 
raken away, as time would ſerve quietly to do it. But what would St. Auguſtine 
hve ſaid if be had ſeen the Ceremonies of late days uſed among us; where- 
wnto the multitude aſed in his time was not to be compared? This our exceſ- 
five multitude of Ceremonies was ſo great, and many of them ſo darł, that they 
did more confound and darken, than declare and ſet forth Chriſts benefurs unto 
us, And beſides this, Chriſts Goſpel is not a Ceremonial Lam (as much of 
Moſes Lam was) but it i a Religion to ſerve God, not in bondage of the figure 
or ſhadow , bus in the freedom of the ſpirit ; being content only with thoſe 
Ceremonies which do ſerve to a decent Order, and godly Diſcipline, and ſuch 
« be apt to ſtir up the dull minde of man to the remembrance of his duty to 
God, by ſome notable and ſpecial ſigniſication, whereby he might be edified. 
Furthermore, the moſt weighty cauſe of the aboliſhment of certain Ceremonies 
was, That they were ſs far abuſed; parti, bj the ſuperſtitions blindneſs of the 
rude and unlearned; and partly, by the unſatiable avarice of ſuch as ſought 
more their own lucre , than the glory of God, that the abuſes could not well be 
taken away, the thing remaining ſtill, 

But now 4s concerning thoſe perſons , which peradventure will be offended, 
for that ſome of the old Ceremonies are retained ſtill. If they conſider , that 
without ſome Ceremonies it is not poſdible to keep any Order, or quiet Diſcipline 
inthe Church, they (hall eaſily perceive juſt cauſe to reform their judgements. 
And if they think much that any of the old ds remain, and woul rather 
have all deviſed anew: Then ſuch men granting ſome Ceremonies convenient to 
be had, ſurely where the ola may be well uſed, there they cannot reaſonably re- 
prove the old only for their age, without bewraying of their own folly. For in 
ſach a caſe they ought rather to have reverence unto tbem for their antiquity, if 
they will declare themſelves to be more ſtudious of unity and concord, tnan of 
innovations and new fangleneß, which (as much as may be with true ſetting 
forth of Chriſts Religion) is always to be eſchewed, Furthermore, ſuch ſha 
have no juſt cauſe with the Ceremonies reſerved to be offended, For as thoſe are 
taken away which were moſt abuſed , and did burden mens conſciences without 
any cauſe ;, ſo the other that remiin are retained for a Diſcipline and Order, 
which (upon juſt cauſes) may be altered and changed, and therefore are not to 
be eſteemed equa! with Gods Law. And moreover , they be neither dark nor 
dumb Ceremonies, but are ſo ſet forth, that every min may underſtand what 
they do mean, and to what uſe they do ſerve. So that it is not like that they in 
time to come ſhould be abuſed as other have been. And in theſe our doings we 
condemn no other Nations , nor preſcribe any thing but to our own people only : 
For we think it convenient, that every Conntrey ſhonld uſe ſuch Ceremonies as 
they ſhould think beſt to the ſetting forth of Gods honour and glory, and to the 
reducing of the people to a maſt perfect and godly living, without errour or ſu- 
perſtition; and that they ſhould put away other things, which from time to time 
they perceive to be moſt abuſed, as in mens ordinances it often chancea aiverſly 
in divers Countries. 


The ORDER how the Pſalter is appointed 


to be read, 


HE Pſalter ſhall be read through once every month, 2s it is 

there appointed, both for Morning and Evening Prayer. 

But in February it ſhall be read only to the Twenty eighth, 
or Iwenty ninth day of the monet. 

And, whereas January, March, May, July, Auguſt October, 
and December have One and thirty days apiece ; It is ordered, that the 
ſime Pſalms ſhall be read the laſt day of the ſaid moneths, which were 
read the day before: So that the Pſalter may begin again the firſt day of 
the next moneth enſuing. | | 

And whereas the CXIX Pialm is divided into XXII Portions, and is 
overlong to be read at one time; It is ſo ordered, that at one time ſhall 
not be read above tour-or five of the ſajd Portions. | 

And at the end of every Plalm, and of every ſuch part of the CXIX 
Pſalm ſhall be repeated this Hymn, 

Glory be to the Father, and to tht Son: and to the Holy Ghoſt, As it wes 

in the beginning, is vom, and ever ſhall be world without end, Amen. 
Note, that the Pſalter followeth the Diviſion of the Hebrews, and the 
Tranſlation of the great Engliſh Bible, ſet forth and uſed in the time of 
King Henry the Eighth and FAward the Sixth. 


The OR DE R how the reſt of holy Scripture | 


is appointed to be read. 


H E Old Teſtament is appointed for the firſt Leſſons at Morning 
and Evening Prayer; ſo as the meſt part thereof will be read eve- 
ry year once, as in the Kalendar is appointed. 

The New Teſtament is appointed for the ſecond Leſſons at Morning 
and Evening Prayer, and ſhall be read over orderly every year thrice, be- 
ſides the Epiſtles and Goſpels; Except the Apocalyps, out of which there 
are only eertain proper Leſſons appointed upon divers Feaſts. 

And to know what Leſſons ſhall be read every day, look for the day 
of the month in the Kalendar following, and there ye ſhall find the Chap- 
ters that ſhall be read for the Leſſons both at Morning and Evening Pray- 
er; Except only the Moveable Feaſts which are not in the Kalendar, and 


the Immoveable, where there is a blanck left in the Column of Leſſonss 


the proper Leſſons for all which days are to be found in the Table of pro-

And note, that whenfoever Proper Pſalms or Leſſons are appoint- 
ed; then the Pſalms and. L-ſſons of ordinary courſe appointed in the Plſal- 
ter and Kalendar (if they be different) ſhall be omitted for that time. 
Note alſo, that the Collect, Epiſtle, and Goſpel appointed for the Sun- 
day, hall ſetve all the week after, where it is not in this Book otherwiſe

Foz he knew that 
fo2 envy they bad delivered him. When he was ſet down on the 
judgement ſeat, his wife ſent unto him, ſaying, Þave thou nothing 
to do with that jult man: fo2 J have ſuffered many things this 
day in a dꝛeam becauſe of him. But the chief pꝛielis and elders 
perſwaded the multitude that they ſhould ask Barabbas, and de- 
ſtray Jeſus, The governour anſwered and ſaid unto them,Whether 
of the twain will ye that J releaſe unto vou?

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N eres teſtament is, there muſt alſo of neceſſity be the 
3 death ot the teſtatoꝛ: fo2 a teſtament is of toꝛce after 

Wy menare dead; otherwiſe it is of no ſtrength at all 
whiift the teffatoz1iveth. UWhereupon, neither the firit teſtament was 
dedicated without bloud: Foz when Poſes had ſpoken every pꝛecept to 
all the people, accoꝛding to the law, he took the bloud of calvs, and of 
coats; with water and ſcarlet wool, and hyſſop, and ſpzintled both the 
book and all the people, ſaying, This is the bloud of the teſtament, which 
God hath en joyned unto you, Mozeovber, he ſpzinkled likewiſe wit 
bloud both the tabernacle, and all the veſſels of the miniffry. And almoſt 
all things are by the law purged with bloud ; and without ſhedding of 
bloud is no remiſſion. It was therefoze neceſſary that the patterns of 
things in the heavens ſhould be purified with theſe ; but the heavenly 
things themkelves with better ſacrifices than theſe. Foꝛ Chaiſt is not 
entred into the holy places made with hands, which are the figures 1 
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the true, but into heaven it ſelf, nom to appear in the peſence of God fv? 
us; no2 yet that he ſhould offer htmſelfoften, as the high-pzteſt entreth 
into the holy place every year with bloud of others: fo2 then mutt be of- 
ten have ſuffered ſince the foundation of the wozld z but now once in the 
end of the woꝛld, hath he appeared to put away ſin by the ſacrifice of 
himſelf. And as it is appointed unto men once to dy, but after this the 

judgment: ſo Chziſt was once offered to bear the ſins of many z and 


unto them that lookfo2 him, ſhall he appear the ſecond time without ſin

And when he roſe up from pꝛaper, and was come 
to his diſciples, he found them fleeping fo2 ſozrow, and ſald unto them, 
Why fleep ye? riſe and pꝛay, leſt ye enter into temptation. And while 
he yet ſpake, behold, a multitude, and he that was called Judas, one of 
the twelve, went befoze them, and dzew near unto Jeſus to kiſs him. 
But Jeſus ſaid unto him, Judas, betrayeſt thou the Son of man with 
a kiſs 2 UWhen they who were about him, ſaw what would follow, they 
ſaid unto him, Lozd, ſhall we finite with the lwoꝛd? Ad one ol them 
{mote the ſervant ofthe high pꝛieſt, and cut offhis right ear. And Jeſus 
anſwered and ſaid, Suffer ye thus far; And he touched his ear, and 
healed him. Then Jeſus ſaid unto the chief Pꝛieſts, and captains of the 
temple, and the Elders who were come to him, Be ye come out as 
again a thief, with ſwozds and ſtaves.?. When J was daily with you in 
the temple, ve ſtretched fozth no hands againſt me: but this is your hour, 
and the power of darkneſs. Then took they him, and led him, and bꝛought 
him into the high Pꝛieſts houſe, and Peter followed afar off, And when 
they had kindled a fire in the midſt of the hall, and were ſet dawn toge- 
ther, Peter ſat down among them. But a certain maid beheld him, as 
he ſat by the fire, and earneſtly looked upon him, and ſaid, This man was 
alſo with him. And he dented him, ſaying, TMoman, Junow him not. And 
after alittle while another ſaw him, and laid, Thou art allo of them. And 
Peter laid, Man, J am not. And about the ſpace ot one hour akter, another 
confidently affirmed;ſaping,Df a truth this fellow allo was with him; fox 
he is a Galilean. And Peter ſaid, Man, A know not what thou ſapeſf, And 
immediately while he yet ſpake, the cock crew. And the Lo2d turned, 
and looked upon Peter; and Peter remembꝛed the woꝛd of the Lozy,how 
he had ſaid unto him, Beloꝛe the cock crow, thou ſhalt deny me .

And many other things blaſphemoully ſpake they agajnſt 
him. And as ſoon as it was day, the elders ofthe people, and the chief 
Pꝛieſts, and the Scribes came together, and led him into their councel, 
ſaying, Art thou the Chꝛiſt? tell us, And he laid unto them, If J tell 
you, you will not believe. And if J alſo ask you, you will not anſwer 
me, noꝛ let me go. Pereatter ſhall the ſon of man ſit. on the right hand

And they were the moze fierce, ſaying, 
He ſlirreth up the people, teaching thzoughout all Jewry, beginning 
from Galilee to this place. When Pilate heard of Galjiee, he asked 
whether the man were a Galilean, And as ſoon as he knew that he be- 
fonged unto Perods juriſdiction, he ſent him to Herod, who HimſelF 
was alſo at Jeruſalem at that time. And when Herod ſaw Jelus, he 
was erceeving glad, fo2 he was deſirous to ſee him of along ſeaſon, be. 
cauſe he had heard many things of him, aud he hoped ts have ſeen ſome 
miracle done by him. Then he queſttoned with him in many wo2ds ; 
but he anſwered him nothing. And the chief pꝛieſts, and ſcribes ſtood 
and vehemently accuſed him. And Herod with his men of war ſet him 
at naught, and mocked him, and arayed him ina gozgeous robe, and 
ſent him again to Pilate. And the fame day Pilate and Perod were 
made friends together; fo2 betoze they were at enmity between them 
ſelves. And Pilate when he had called together the chiet pꝛieſts, ang 
the rulers, and the people, (aidunte them, Pe have bzought this man 
unto me, as one that perverteth the people, and behold, J having examt- 
ned him befoze you, have found no fault in this man touching thoſe 
things whereof ye accuſe him: No, no2 yet Verod : fo2 J ſent you to 
him, and Io; nothing wazthy of death is done unto him. J will there- 
foze chaftiſe him, and releaſe him. Foz of neceſfity he muſt releaſe one 
unto them at the feaſt. And they cried aut all at once, ſaying, Away 
with this man, and releale unto us Barabbas ; (Cho fo2 a certain 
ſeditton made in the eity, and fo2 murder was caſt in pꝛiſon) Pilate 
therekoꝛe willing to releale Jeſus, ſpake again to them. But they tri⸗ 
ed, laying, Cruciſie him, erucitie him. And he laid unto them the 
third time, TUhp, what evil hath he done? J have found no cauſe of 
death in him: J will therekoze chaſtiſe him and let him go. And they 
were inſtant with loud voices, requiring that he might be crucified: 
Aud the voices of theni, and ok the chief prieſts pꝛevatled. And Pilate 
gave ſentence, that it ſhould be as they required. And he releaſed unto 
them him that fo2 ſedition and murder was caſt into pꝛilon, whom they 
haddefired ; but he delivered Jeſus to their ill. And as they led him 
away, they laid hold upon one Simon a Cirenian; coming out ok the 
coimtry, and on him they laid the croſs, that he might bear it alter 
Jets. And there followed him a great company of people, and of 
women, who alfo bewailed and lamented him. But Jeſus turning unto 
them, lald, Daughters of Jeruſalem, weep not fo2 me, but weep fo2 your 
ſelves, andfo2 your childzen. Fo2 behold, the dayes are coming, in 
which they ſhalt ſay, Bleſſed are the barren, and the wombs that ne- 
ver bare, and the paps which never gave ſuck. Then ſhall they begin 
to ſay to the mountains, Fall on us; and to the hills, Cover us.

And he 
ſad unto Jeſus, Loꝛd, remember me when thou comet into thy kingdom. 
And Jelus (aid unto him, Uerily J ſay unto- thee, Co day ſhait thou: be 
with me in paradiſe. And it was about the fixth haur. and there was a 
parknels over all the earth, untill the ninth hour. And the ſun was 
darkned, and the yail of the temple was rent in the mid. And when 
Jeſus had cried with aloud voice, he ſaiv, Father, int thy hands J com: 
mend wy ſpirit : and having ſafd thus, he gave up the ghoſt. Nom when 
the centution ſaw what was done, he glozified Gad, ſaying, Certainly 
$ was a righteous man. Aud all the people that came together to 
that fight, behalding the things that were none, ſmote their lyeaſts, and 
returned. And all His acquaintance, and the women that followed him 
from Galilee, fiood afar off, beholding theſe things.

they offered pear by year continually, make the comers there: 
undd perfect : fo2 then would they not have cealed to be offered ? be- 
cauſe that the wozſhippers once purged, ſhould have had no moze con. 
ſcience of ſins. But in thole ſacrifices there is a remembꝛance again 
made ok ſins ebery pear. Fo2 it is not poſſible that the bloud of bulls 


and ok goats ſhould take away fins: TWherefoze when he cometh into 


the woꝛld, he ſaith, Sacrifice and offering thou wouldeſt not, but a body 
haſt thou pꝛepared me: In burnt-offerings, and ſacrifices fo2 ſin thou 
haſt had no pleaſure: Then laid J, Lo, I come (in the volume ok the 
book it is wꝛitten of me) to do thy will, O God. Above, when he aid, 
Sacritice and offering, and burnt-offerings, and offering fo2 fin thou 
wouldeſt not, neither hadſt pleaſure therein, which are offered by the 
law: Then ſaid he, Lo, J come to do thy will, O God. Pe taketh away 
the fitſt, that he may eſtabliſh the ſecond. By the which will we are 
fancified, though the offering of the body of Jeſus Chꝛiſt once fox all, 
And every pꝛieſt ſtandeth daily miniſtring, and offering oftentimes the 
ſame ſacrifices which can never take away fins.

CUhereof the holy Ghoſt alſois a witneſs tous: Fo2 after that he had 
ſaid befoze, This is the covenant that J will make with them after 
thoſe days, ſaith the Loꝛd, J will put my laws into their hearts, and 
in their minds will J wzite them; and their fins and iniquities will J 
remember no moꝛe. Now where remiſſion of thele ts, there is no moꝛe 
offering fo2 ſin.

When Pilate there- 
foze heard that ſaying, he bzought Jelus fo2th, and late down in the 
- udgement-ſeat, in a place that is called the Pavement, but in the Þe- 
New, Habbatha. And it was the pꝛeparation of the pafſover,andabottt 
the ſixth hour: and he ſaith unto the Jews, Behold your king; But 
they cried out, Away with him, away with him, crucifie him. Plate 
ſaith unto them, Shall J crucifie your king? Che chief pꝛieſts anſwe- 
red, {We haue no king but Ceſar. Then delivered he him thevefoze un⸗ 
to them to be crucified : and they took Jeſus and led him away.

Which Offices were 
evermore had in ſack reverend eſtimation , that no man 
might preſume to execute any of them, except he were firſt 
called, tried, examined, and known to have ſuch qualities 
as are requiſite for tne ſane; and alſo by publick Prayer, 
with impoſition of hands, were approved and admitted 
thereunto by lawful Authority. And therefore, to the in- 
tent that theſe Orders may be continued, and. reverently 
uſed and eſteemed in the Church of England: - No man ſhall 
be accounted or taken to be a lawful Biſhop, Prieſt, or 
Deacon in the Church of England , or ſuffered ro execute 
any of the ſaid Functions, except he be called, tried, exa- 
mined and admitted thercunts , according to the Form here. 
after following, or hatn had formerly Epiſcopal Conſecra- 
tion, or Ordination. 

And none ſhall be admitted a Deacon, except he be Twen- 
ty three years of age, unleſs he have a Faculty,” -And every 
man which is to be admitted a Prieſt, hall be full Four and 
twenty years old, And every man which is to be Ordained 
or Conſecrated Biſhop, ſhall be fully Thirty years of age. 

And the Biſhop knowing either by himſelf, or by ſufficient 
teſtimony, any perſon to be a man of vertuous converſation, 
and without crime, and after examination and trial, finding 
him learned in the Lative Tongue, and ſufficiently inſtructed 
in holy Sctipture,may at the times appointed in the Canon, or 
elſe upon urgent occaſion, on ſome other Sunday or Holy- 
day, in the face of the Church, admit him a Deacon, in ſuch 
mauner and form as hereaſter tolloweth.
